SUN GLARE 


Sun glare is noticed particulatly when first going out 
dgors on a bright day. The eyes adapted to indoor 
brightness, are suddenly confronted with 1,000 times 
as much light as was present inside 

Prolonged exposure to bright sunlight has a harmful 
effect even on normal eyes. This harmful effect results

Any type of lens will cut out the ultra-violet rays, but 
not the infra-red. Ferrous iron oxide added to the glass

Sunglasses should only be worn when out in the brigh 
sunlight, unless specifically prescribed, since wearing 
them indoors or on a dull day will make the eyes more 
sensitive to light
